Second Monoplane Makes 
Flight to Edmonton At 
Rate 130 Miles An Hour 


Imperial Oil Company's “Junker” Machine, in Charge of 
Lieut. George Gorman, Arrives from Saskatoon After 
Speedy Trip.—All-metal Plane Was Delayed at Bran- 
don Owing to Damage Sustained in Take-off During 
Trans-continental Journey, 


The second Imperial Oil Company’s monopiane, which was de 
tained for the past two weeks at Brandon, arrived in Edmonton 
Wednesday afternoon at 2.21, making the trip from Saskatoon in 
two hours and a half. Before going home to the aerodrome on 
the St. Albert trail, the plane made a circle over the city and 
looped the loop over the city hall. : 

The trip was most successful and made under the most favor 
able circumstances, so far as wind and weather are concerned 
The mileage from Saskatoon along the Grand Trunk Pacific lines, 
which the plane followed most of the way, is 327 miles, showing 
an average of about 130 miles an hour. The plane was reported 
at Holden at nine minutes to two and at Tofield at two minutes 
past two, so the run in here from Tofield was made in nineteen 
minutes.
